Mrs  jRMBHIBHWflBWl  Box  #207*  Gold  Reaclit  Oregon,  advised 
that  iier  attention  was  called  to  this  object  while  on  a fishing 
party  on  the  Rogue  River  near  Gold  Beach  on  24  May  1949.  She  des* 
cribed  it  as  being  round  in  shape,  silver  in  color,  and  about  the 
size  of  a ^47  aircraft.  It  made  no  noise,  left  no  exhaust  trail, 
and  node  no  aaneuvors.

Gold  Beach,  Oregon,  was  lnterviev;ed  and  advised  thr.t  at  approximately 
1700  hours,  24  May  1949#  she  and  four  other  persor^,  while  fishing  on 
the  Rogue  River  near  Klephant  Rod:  approximately  la  miles  above  the 
highway’’  bridge  near  Gold  Beach,  Oregon,  sighted  an  object  described  as 
being  round  in  shape,  silver  in  color,  and  about  the  size  of  a O-kJ 
aircraft.  When  first  brought  to  ^h:8.4^^|||||||||^  attention  by  one  of  the 
other  witnesses,  the  object  appeared  to  be  three  or  four  miles  av/ay.
